More than a decade »go King Edward

VII of England whispered Into tho ear

of his commissioner, who forthwith
went down into the betting ring at

Epsom and got aboard a three-year-
old colt named Spearmint. Spearmint
was an unknown and an outsider, and
the King's party didn't think very
much of the King's judgment. But the
King didn't care about that.
Fifteen minutes later Spearmint came jbusting down the stretch, kicking up

little lariats of dust into the faces of
the field trailing two lengths back. He
won puüed up and established a world's
record for the Derby of two minutes,
thirty-six and three-fifths seconds. So Jthe King went over to the clubhouse
and bought a drink.
Yesterday Johren, the handsome

three-year-old son of Spearmint out of
Mineóla, came scooting down that lit¬
tle brown pathway known as the
stretch, an unknown and an outsider,
but a champion every inch and a credit
to his illustrious sire. The King
wasn't there to see him, nor to bet on

him»but former Ambassador James W.
Gerard, Harry' Fayne Whitney and al¬
most everybody else in New York was.
The whole fabric of racing is predi¬

cated on the assumption that blood will
tell.and it did yesterday. Johren (pro¬
nounced "Jorrun"), a name as musical
as the deep chords of a 'cello, takes its
place in the running pantheon that has
given Whisk Broom, Stromboli, Friar
Rock, Boots and a score of other slim
legged celebrities to the turf.
The Suburban and perfect June; the

Suburban and 20,000 spectators; the
Suburban with bands, patriotic music,
soldiers, sailors and government post-
planes bouncing into the infield. It
yielded the thrill that comes only with
the Suburban.

Bugle Calls to Post
Outsiders had come romping in and

jockeys in their silken breeches and
shimmering boots had been tossed upon
the grass in steeplechases, or the
Bteeplechase; ten thousand hopeful
wise men had jammed their elbows into
one another's ribs in the betting pad¬
dock; dark-skinned "rubbers," with dia¬
lects as smooth as syrup, coddled their
favorites beneath the pine trees in the
paddock; beautiful women sat upon the
verandas of the clubhouse or in boxes
End seats in the stands; these were
teme of the concomitant details that
were forgotten when the bugle blew
precisely at five minutes after 4
o'clock, and a half dozen thoroughbreds
danced nimbly, if impishly, down to the
post.
There was Commander J. K. L. Ross's

Cudge!, the favorite, who one week ago
won the Kentucky Handicap, valued at.
$12,500, and earlier at Jamaica had
shown a clean pair of heels to the field
in the Kings County Handicap; Spur,almost equally well liked; Hendrie, Eat-
tle, Holhster and Johren, the last two
named with "imp" in parenthesis be-
lide their names, meaning that they are
imported for the American racing sea¬
son.
Forty thousand eyes gazed at -this

aristocratis procession of horseflesh
.aristocrats that knew no melting pot,but that were especially bred and espe¬cially reared by the best brains of the
turf.
Six pairs of thoroughbred eyes looked

at the twenty thousand spectators withthe impersonal regard and the innatehauteur that is the hallmark of theturf aristocrat. "The look of eagles,"John Taintor Foote has caled it. It isthat and more. It is an unconquerable,untamed something that lifts the thor¬
oughbred of the turf miles above his
more democratic and slovenly brothers.nd has made his races for centuriesthe sport of kings.

Imported 3-Year-Old Makes
Wonderful Run at

Belmont Park

Harry Payne Whitney's Imported

Johren, a striking son of the great Eng¬lish sire Spearmint, furnished the local
racing enthusiasts the greatest surprise
of the present season when he gallopedhome to victory in the rich, historic
Suburban Handicap at Belmont Park
yesterday afternoon.
This mild mannered, heavy headed,

sluggish appearing three-year-old of
the noblest thoroughbred blood of the
tight little isle ran as his sire ran be¬
fore him that day at Epsom Downs when
he established a track record for the
English Derby. Johren may not have
run quite so fast as did Spearmint, it istrue. But certainly the son did notdisgrace his sire in yesterday's per¬formance, for Spearmint or any otherrace horse never won more impres¬sively.
Jockey F. Robinson handled a coltthat was fit for a perfect race with per¬fect horsemanship. To his skill per¬haps, as much as to the aristocraticcourage and confidence of the Spear¬mint get this striking victory, upsetthough it was, may be attributed.Johren, under the careful manipulationof his mentor, simply raced his fielddizzy through the mile and a quarter,and left them so groggy and leg wearyat the end that none had the heart fora spirited challenge.
No Winner Ever Less Favored

More illustrious fields have gone tothe post from time to time through thethirty-four years this far-famed clas¬sic of the Eastern turf has been run.No winner, however.and their names
are legion in the records of Suburbantriumphs.ever answered the buglecall less seriously considered by thesporting public. No conqueror re¬turned more deserving of an ovation,scant as the ovation may have beengrudgingly bestowed.

Johren's spurning hoofs left far intheir wake Commander J. K. L.Ross's great Cudgel, a mighty four-year-old colt and in the opinion of
many up to yesterday afternoon the
greatest horse in training, as well asJames Butler's five-year-old Spur.These two, which had met with vary¬ing success in two of the local fixtures,were expected to fight it out for yes¬terday's gold and honor. Indeed, inthe opinion of the talent the Suburban
was to have been a "rubber" race be¬
tween the pair.
Johren not only took the measure ofthe son of Broomstick and the get ofKing James, but raced them into suchsubmission that neither had a decentkick left for the last furlong. Spur,indeed, trailed the field dismally. He

was completely down shortly after hehit the head of the stretch. Thehighly favored Cudgel's final effort
was little less pitiable. He staggeredhome fourth, outraced in the pinch byA. K. Macomber's Hollister and P. A.Clark's Battle, denied even the satis¬faction of the booby prise.

Johren's Victory Impiressive
The victory of Johren was impres¬sive, even if the time did not comparefavorably with the winning Sfforts of

many thoroughbreds that have annexedthe Suburban Handicap in years past.It was the fourth time in the runningof this classic that victory had attendedthe efforts of a three-year-old. Afri¬cander won with 110 pounds.the sameweight Johren carried yesterday.backin 1903. Sam Hildreth's Fitz Herbert,with 105 pounds, scored in 1909. Au¬
gust Belmont's Friar Rock, in at 100
pounds, proved a winning three-year-old two years ago.As the race was run no room fordoubt was left as to the best horse ofthe afternoon. In extenuation of theapparently slow time it must be saidthat the experts who figured the track
as fast may have been badly fooled.Compared to the times in all other flat
races of the day, Johren's effort was
pretty much up to record-breakingstandards under ideal conditions. Thefact that all but Johren finished reel¬ing would indicate some such phenom¬enon as is best described by the word"cuppy".a sticky, holding footing re¬sulting from atmospheric conditionsfollowing the heavy rains of Friday.Most eyes seemed centred on Cudgel,sedate in the power of his mipht, asthe field paraded to the start. For his
mount Willie Knapp acknowledged a
generous handclapping, f huzzah. Spur,with Schuttinger up, gained an ac¬knowledgment, too. There was evenexpression of good will toward Mr.Macomber's Hollister, though whetherfor mount or jockey none seemed toknow. There is no more popular riderof the day than little Johnny Loftus.

Off to an Even Start
After a short minute's delay at the

post Mars Cassidy got the field of six
away in almost perfect alignment. Hol¬
lister and Johren broke away almost
nose to nose; Spur was afoot almost
as alertly. Cudgel, somewhat slow to
begin, gave no occasion to worry at the
time. The Broomstick colt was never
known for his early speed. Stamina
and courage that could stand a sus¬
tained effort through the stretch were
the chief charms that attracted horse
lovers to this one's cause.
The first quarter, reeled off in the

good time of 23 seconds, found the field
still well bunched, with the race quite
as open an affair as it had been when
the horses faced the barrier. OnlyJohren'» muzzle bobbed in front of
Cudgel, which seemed running free
